The llon'a »h*re 
of the money foes (or project* In liiB »- 
called applied aclences — field* where effort 
b tof^rd flndlnf practical .application of 
printJlplei already dlscovtred In earlier 
fundamental reacarch. 

Eren where fund* are nude available for 
ba*lc ftudlea. the feetlnt U that acienUxta 
tend to ateer their reaearchei Into aT»- 
suei that may lead to practical reaolta, be- 
eauae they know money U thui more likely 
to be Brant<d. 

The danger In all thla atUntlon to the 
practical U that fundameotal atudlea rltal to 
the tzpuulon of the frootlen of knowledKe 
Biay be neglected. Flnillnp that today may 
appear remote from practical use suddenly 
take on Tatue when' linked with other dUcor- 
•rlei or new needs. 
Scientists f«ar that some tmportaat fields 
_.e{_itBdj tnajr be atafnated unleaa funds for 
•^ure researdj^' comi to the" coHegn with- 
out itrtnga. Most granU these (^ys specify 
how the money ahaU be used. Vat^er than 
learlng that question to ttii coUeca kcbolara. 
who may know far b^fn where It b needed. 

School authorlUes ata dlsturtied by the 
tendency of fund-(lvera to empbaslH the 
ceceulty for quick soluCioni to major sden- 
tlflc problams. like cures for cancer or polio. 
The fiver* sometime* act as If they waat 
be satisfied their money has been well spent 
unless anawers art fiutMl wlthtn their own 
UfeUmea. ^ i' 

DodrablJ %m thU mvr seem off-hand. It U 
not always the best approach to a serious 
•cUDtlflc pnttle. In th* end. funds gl^n for 
pure research might prow tht wisest and 
fastest way to arhlere a cure for cancer. 
Money granted for apeclflc imderUklngs re- 
lated to known principles might turn out 14 
be largely wasted. 

A further tact dimming the research pic- 
ture: too little money goes for ecploratlon In 
the sodal sciences Many B(!hools get no 
franU at sll for studlei tn eronomlca. poIlUca. 
and sociology They limp along with what 
funds thej can dlrerl from tuition revenues 
normally consumed tn admlnlsiraUve and 
ether operations. 

The fine Irony In this situation has often 
been not*d We apend untold millions to de- 
velop new Inventions for both peane and war. 
In tht case of the atom bomb It was billions 
Tet we virtually ignore the rrTlr\f OMd for 
new social techniques to cope with thewe grrst 
oreatlons.
